Pacific coast states gather at the 
opening of the Carquinez bridge 
in May, California will become the 
possessor of the longest highway 
bridge in the world, according to 
statistics compiled by Professor

| University of California. 


The pictures, here are self- 
explanatory, being an accurate 
comparison of the world’s largest 
highway bridges with the Car- 
quinez span. The drawing at the 
bottom of the lay-out shows the 
height of the Carquinez bridge as 
compared with various notable 
California buildings—Standard Oil 
building, San Francisco; City Hall, 


Oakland; Terry’ building, San 
Francisco, and also shows’ the 
clearance given a battleship pass- 
ing under the span. 

According to Derleth, the Car- 
quinez bridge, with its approach, 
measures 4,482 feet. The next
